Acts  of  1798  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
Chapter  69. 

AN  ACT  TO  SET  OFF  PART  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DIGH- 
TON  IN  THE  COUNTY  OF  BRISTOL,  AND  TO  ANNEX 
THE  SAME  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY  IN  SAID  COUN- 

Section  1.  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same. 

that  all  the  Lands  called  Assonet  Neck,  lying  within  the  fol- 
lowing Bounds,  now  belonging  to  the  Town  of  Dighton  in 
the  County  of  Bristol,  to  wit.  Beginning  at  the  head  of  a 
Cove^  called  Smith’s  Cove,  a bound  between  the  said  Towns 
of  Dighton  and  Berkley,  and  running  Southwesterly  by  said 
Cove  on  the  line  between  the  Towns  aforesaid  to  the  Great 
River;  then  running  downstream  by  said  River  till  it  comes 
to  Assonet  River;  then  up  Stream  on  Assonet  River,  till  it 
comes  to  the  line  of  the  Town  of  Freetown;  then  running 
Northeasterly  on  said  Freetown  line,  till  it  comes  to  the  line 
of  said  Town  of  Berkley;  then  Northwesterly  on  said  Berk- 
ley line  to  the  place  of  beginning,  at  the  head  of  the  Cove, 
with  the  Inhabitants  thereon  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
set  off  from  said  Town  of  Dighton  and  annexed  to  said  Town 
of  Berkley.  Provided  that  the  Inhabitants  living  on  said  Tract 
of  Land,  shall  be  holden  to  pay  their  proportion  of  all  legal 
Taxes  which  have  been  assessed,  ordered  or  voted  to  be  laid 
on  said  Dighton  by  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  or  by  the  General 
Court,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  Act  had  never 
passed. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  Enacted,  that  the  Inhabitants 
set  off  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  holden  to  support  Phyllis  Ware, 
a Negro  Woman,  one  of  the  Poor  of  said  Town  of  Dighton, 
from  & after  the  fourteenth  day  of  April  next,  for  their 
proportion  of  the  Poor  of  said  Town  of  Dighton. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  in  all  State 
Taxes  which  shall  hereafter  be  granted  by  the  General  Court 
of  this  Commonwealth,  until  a new  Valuation  shall  be  settled. 
One  eighth  part  of  the  Taxes  which  would  have  been  set  to 
the  Town  of  Dighton  according  to  the  last  Valuation,  shall 
be  taken  therefrom  and  set  to  the  said  Town  of  Berkley.

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TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

Many  comments  were  received  on  the  inclusion  of  the 
original  act  of  the  General  Court,  creating  the  town  of  Berk- 
ley in  1735,  in  last  year’s  town  report.  In  view  of  this,  a copy 
of  the  Acts  of  1798,  Chapter  69,  General  Court,  has  been 
included  in  the  present  town  report.  This  is  the  act  setting 
off  Assonet  Neck  from  Dighton  and  annexing  it  to  the  town 
of  Berkley. 

The  big  news  of  the  year  was  the  record  vote  cast  in 
the  state  election  of  November  2,  1976,  when  the  names  of 
996  voters  were  checked  on  the  voting  lists  as  having  voted. 
Even  with  the  addition  of  a couple  of  new  booths,  there  were 
lines  of  residents  waiting  to  vote  at  many  times  during  the 
day. 


The  elections  held  in  1976  included  the  presidential  pri- 
maries in  March,  the  town  election  in  May,  the  state  primaries 
in  September,  and  the  above  mentioned  state  election  in  No- 
vember. Workers  at  the  polls  during  the  year,  in  addition  to 
Winifred  M.  Buckley,  Warden,  and  Blanche  Campbell,  Elec- 
tion Clerk,  were  Brenda  A.  Barboza,  Charlotte  H.  Bowley, 
Diane  G.  Ennis,  Mary  Fernandes,  Susan  A.  Harrison,  Doris 
M.  Jones,  Judith  E.  Katon,  Cai*ol  L.  Mills,  Eleanor  R.  Pauli, 
Althea  L.  Stetson,  and  Theresa  R.  Wilson. 

During  the  year  there  were  seven  town  meetings;  in 
addition  to  the  four  elections  listed  above,  town  meetings 
were  held  May  3,  June  28,  and  December  2. 

In  several  recent  annual  repoiTs  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  necessity  of  any  oath  of  office  by  all  elected  and  ap- 
pointed town  officials  including  committee  members;  and  of 
the  open  meeting  law  requirements,  of  notice  of  meetings 
through  the  town  clerk,  and  of  proper  recoi-d  keeping  by 
boards  and  committees.  Despite  this,  I am  sorry  to  report 
that  compliance  with  the  law  is  not  a great  deal  better ; there 
seems  to  be  grudging  obedience  to  the  law  in  most  cases,  and 
a growing  spirit  of  indifference  to  the  law  among  office 
holders.  To  me  this  is  a sad  state  of  affairs;  how  can  our 
youth  be  blamed  for  many  escapades,  when  their  elders  are 
showing  such  disrespect  for  the  law?  Perhaps  a little  legal 
persuasion  is  indicated  in  cases  where  statutory  requirements 
are  ignored. 

With  the  end  of  another  year,  I would  be  remiss  if  I 
did  not  express  my  thanks  to  many  for  their  cooperation 
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with  this  office.  Space  does  not  permit  mentioning  all  of  them, 
but  outstanding  are  Fire  Chief  James  Barrow,  his  men,  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees,  as  well  as  the 
Librarian,  Mrs.  Catherine  Custy.  I truly  appreciate  their 
friendly  assistance. 

Included  in  my  report  to  the  town  and  printed  in  this 
annual  town  report  are  the  “vital  statistics”  of  the  town  on 
the  inside  front  cover;  the  lists  of  town  officers;  summaries 
of  town  meeting  actions  and  election  results;  births,  deaths, 
and  marriages  recorded  during  the  year;  the  jury  list,  with 
the  names  of  those  persons  drawn  to  serve  on  juries  in  1976; 
a summa:^  of  a report  of  a state  audit;  and  a report  of  dog 
and  sporting  licenses  issued;  as  well  as  the  1798  Act  increas- 
ing the  size  of  the  town  from  its  original  size.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from 
July  1,  1974  to  October  31,  1975,  and  submit  the  following 
report  thereon: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  finan- 
1 cial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  reported  on  the  books  of  the 
I several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection. 

The  accounting  officer’s  ledgers  were  analyzed  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the 
town  treasurer’s  books,  and  the  recorded  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasury  warrants  approved  by  the  selectmen 
and  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  appropriations  and 
transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of 
financial  votes  passed  at  town  meetings. 

^ A trial  balance  was  drawn  off,  the  necessary  adjustments 
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resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  October  31,  1975, 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury,  while  payments  were  checked  with 
the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  disbursement 
of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  October  31,  1975  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished 
by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  funds  received  from  the  Federal  government 
were  listed,  the  appropriations  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk’s  record  of  town  meeting  votes,  and  the  payments  were 
compared  with  the  selectmen’s  w'arrants  authorizing  the 
disbursement  of  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds.  The  cash 
balance  on  October  31,  1975  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  deposi- 
tory, by  examination  of  a savings  bank  book,  and  by  verifica- 
tion of  the  cooperative  bank  shares. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funda  in  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income 
was  proved,  and  all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified 
and  checked  with  the  books  of  the  accounting  officer. 

Deductions  from  employees’  salaries  and  wages  for  Fed- 
eral and  State  taxes,  the  retirement  systems,  group  insurance 
premiums,  union  dues,  and  credit  union  w^ere  audited  and 
reconciled  with  payments  to  the  proper  agencies. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  fall- 
ing due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined.  The  taxes  transfeiTed  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records, 
the  reported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accounting  officer’s  ledger 
and  compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  tax  collector’s  books  and  accounts  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstand- 
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ing  on  July  1,  1974,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments, 
were  audited  and  checked.  The  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  proved  with  the  assessors’  of  abatements 
granted,  the  amount  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  respective  controls  in  the  accounting  officer’s 
ledger,  and  the  cash  on  hand  October  1,  1975,  including  the 
petty  cash  advance,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with 
a statement  certified  by  the  depository. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  no- 
tices to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  uncollected  taxes  and  motor 
vehicle  excise  dating  back  to  1970,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  a determined  effort  be  made  to  secure  a prompt  settle- 
ment of  these  accounts. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  issued  and  for  miscellaneous  receipts  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  State  wre  verified  by  com- 
parison with  the  receipts  on  file,  and  the  payments  to  the 
town  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  and 
the  building  and  wire  inspectors,  as  well  as  of  the  police, 
health,  school,  and  cemetery  departments,  and  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  records  of  the  accounting 
officer  and  the  town  treasurer. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with 
schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds. 
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While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
extended  by  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appreciation.

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BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

The  1976  listing  of  residents  17  years  of  age  and  older 
resulted  in  a total  count  of  1,498,  a drop  from  the  previous 
year.  Again  the  assistant  registrars  doing  the  listing  also  did 
the  school  census,  listing  those  aged  3 to  21  excepting  high 
school  graduates.  We  are  grateful  to  all  residents  who  gra- 
ciously responded  to  the  short  inteiwiews  of  the  listing  per- 
sonnel, all  of  whom  carry  identification.  The  information 
sought  is  name,  address,  age,  residence  previous  year,  occu- 
pation and  nationality.  There  will  always  be  a small  number 
who  can  be  discourteous,  but  we  find  these  few  and  far  be- 
tween in  Berkley.  Problems  can  arise  with  unrestrained  dogs, 
and  with  making  callbacks  when  no  one  is  at  home;  the 
workers  are  instructed  to  make  a call  at  each  home;  if  no 
one  responds,  a telephone  call  will  be  made  for  the  informa- 
tion. 

As  four  elections  took  place  in  1976,  the  registrars  held 
22  special  sessions  for  registering  voters,  and  a total  of  181 
new  voters  were  registered.  On  December  31,  1976  the  total 
number  of  voters  in  the  town  was  1,192.  All  sessions  of  the 
board  are  held  at  the  town  clerk’s  offiice,  and  voters  may  also 
register  at  any  time  during  regular  office  hours  as  provided 
in  General  Laws,  Chapter  51,  Section  33. 

For  the  state  election  of  November  2,  the  registrars 
certified  28  absentee  ballot  applications;  not  an  outstanding 
number,  but  nevertheless  a new  record  for  Berkley.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

During  1976  we  continued  to  operate  without  borrowing 
any  money  in  anticipation  of  tax  revenue.  We  reduced  our 
bonded  indebtedness  to  $60,000  or  approximately  $26.00  per 
person.  However,  we  witnessed  an  increase  in  our  tax  rate 
to  $56.00  because  of  a sharp  drop  in  state  reimbursements. 
Berkley  is  now  paying  80%  of  the  total  budget  for  education 
making  us  the  seventh  highest  ratio  of  school  costs  to  general 
government  costs  out  of  the  351  cities  and  towns  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Our  road  improvement  program  continued  with  the  re- 
construction of  parts  of  several  gravel  roads  through  the 
use  of  100%  Chapter  1140  state  funds  and  several  miles 
of  roadway  were  oiled.  We  continued  to  use  Comprehensive 
Employment  Training  Act  workers  in  our  highway  and  school 
maintenance  departments. 

The  Bicentennial  Commission  put  on  an  outstanding  pro- 
gram that  involved  a great  number  of  our  children.  Our  thanks 
to  all  who  participated  so  enthusiastically  and  ably. 

The  Town  Hall  continues  to  be  renovated  by  the  Lion’s 
Club.  It  is  being  used  by  the  Junior  High  School  students 
for  band  practice  and  music  lessons  and  by  the  Town  for 
elections. 

We  are  initiating  an  award  program  to  recognize  two 
residents  who  contributed  in  an  extra  ordinary  way  to  the 
quality  of  life  in  Berkley  in  1976.  These  awards  will  be  given 
out  at  the  Town  Meeting  on  May  3rd. 

The  greatest  problem  facing  Town  government  in  Massa- 
chusetts is  survival.  Berkley  was  founded  in  1735  as  a separate 
political  unit,  forty-one  years  before  the  American  Revolution 
established  the  United  States  as  an  independent  nation.  Today 
over  90%  of  our  locally  collected  taxes  is  spent  on  programs 
mandated  and  regulated  by  State  and  Federal  governments. 
Do  we  wish  to  continue  to  have  local  government?  If  so, 
then  we  must  resist  this  continued  take  over.  Local  govern- 
ment best  understands  local  problems  but  this  trend,  if  con- 
tinued, will  result  in  the  end  of  local  government. 

We  ask  those  v/ho  want  Town  government  to  work  to 
speak  out.  It  is  only  through  personal  involvement  that  any 
people  can  remain  free  and  that  local  government  can  remain 
effective.  We  need  and  actively  seek  your  help.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  the  year  1976,  several  meetings  were  held  by  the 
Industrial  Development  Commission  of  the  Town  of  Berkley 
at  the  Berkley  Junior  High  School. 

The  meetings  were  fairly  well  attended  by  the  members 
of  the  Commission.  Members  were  fully  infoimed  of  all  new' 
developments  and  all  new  legislative  acts  or  changes  per- 
taining to  industrial  commissions  within  Bristol  County  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

A survey  taken  this  past  year  disclosed  that  there  were 
at  least  thirty-five  established  businesses  in  Berkley,  with 
two  new  businesses  beginning  operations  in  our  town.  The 
new  business  establishments  are  Agway,  Inc.,  a fertilizer 
mixing  plant,  located  on  Padelford  Street;  number  of  em- 
ployees unknown  at  this  time,  and  Bucksworth  Enterprises, 
a salvage  company,  located  on  Myricks  Street.  This  firm  em- 
ployees four  or  five  people  at  present. 

We  had  no  other  industrial  corporations  or  businesses 
of  any  kind  showing  interest  in  our  locale  other  than  the 
ones  previously  mentioned.  However,  we  did  note  the  improve- 
ments and  expansions  of  our  present  businesses  during  the 
year.

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  librarian  of  the 
Berkley  Public  Library.

The  librar>^  was  most  fortunate  to  have  been  awarded 
a special  LSCA  Enrichment  Grant  last  Spring.  This  was  a 
federally  funded  grant  which  was  awarded  to  all  small 
libraries  w^hose  towm  population  w^as  10,000  or  under.  The 
amount  of  the  grant  w^as  based  on  population  of  each  respec- 
tive town  and  Berkley  received  $1,060.  Grant  stipulation 
was  that  m.oney  had  to  be  expended  on  things  other  than 
books.  We  w^ere  very  fortunate,  therefore,  to  be  able  to  pur- 
chase a large  circulation  desk,  an  electric  typewuhter,  a type- 
writer stand,  a secretarial  chair,  and  a cassette  carousel. 
They  have  made  beautiful  additions  to  the  library. 

During  the  school  year  we  continue  to  have  the  Junior 
High  School  students  w^alk  to  the  library  on  an  alternative 
w^eek  basis  with  their  teacher.  We  have  three  classes  attend 
the  library  each  Thursday  at  their  own  designated  time.  We 
serve  approximately  158  students  and  are  delighted  to  have 
them.  Each  student  is  allowed  to  borrow  books,  periodicals, 
records,  puzzles,  maps,  and  cassettes.  This  is  particularly 
advantageous  for  students  who  ordinarily  would  not  be  able 
to  visit  the  library  due  to  lack  of  transportation,  etc.  They 
have  been  very  conscientious,  on  the  most  part,  in  returning 
what  they  have  borrowed  when  due.  The  teachers,  who  ac- 
company the  classes,  have  been  ver>^  helpful  and  I w’ould  like 
to  thank  them  and  Mr.  Canuel  in  being  so  co-operative  with 
me.  I am  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  students  are  always 
well-behaved  and  courteous  and  w’e  enjoy  having  them. 

Mrs.  Doris  Caron  assists  me  every  Thursday  during  the 
school  year  from  10:30  to  3:30.  She  is  a most  valuable  libraiw^ 
assistant  and  I enjoy  having  her  work  with  me. 

Two  other  people  that  I would  like  to  recognize  are  Fire 
Chief  Jim  Barrows  and  Bill  Howes.  These  two  men  replace 
our  outdoor  flood  lights  and  have  been  of  great  help  to  us 
whenever  needed. 
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The  student  library  aides  have  been  of  great  assistance 
to  us  during  the  year.  These  students  volunteer  their  services 
and  we  certainly  enjoy  and  appreciate  having  them  around. 
After  library  orientation  they  check  books  in  and  out,  pull 
cards,  shelve  books,  etc.  The  following  students  served  as 
aides  during  1976:  Cindy  Bernard,  Michael  Berthelette, 
Michael  Bettencourt,  Laura  Bopp,  Linda  Dary,  Mary  Fisher, 
Pamela  Mount,  Raissa  St.  Pierre,  Betty  Souza,  and  Laura 
Van  Cott. 

The  chess  set  is  in  use  quite  often  with  young  patrons 
coming  in  and  having  chess  games.  We  enjoy  their  presence. 

In  October  we  added  cassettes  to  our  library  collection 
and  they  are  really  circulating!  We  hope  to  be  adding  8-track 
tapes  in  the  near  future. 

Bookmobile  niakes  its  scheduled  stop  every  six  weeks  so 
that  we  may  be  able  to  supplement  our  book  collection  and 
the  Inter-Library  Loan  Dept,  of  the  Taunton  Public  Library 
has  been  very  efficient  in  filling  our  requests,  also. 

From  September  to  June,  librarians  of  Taunton  and  the 
surrounding  area  continue  to  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday 
of  every  other  month  from  9:30  to  12  at  the  Taunton  Public 
Library. 

For  anyone  who  has  not  yet  been  to  the  library — stop 
by  and  visit  us!  It  only  takes  a minute  to  become  a card 
holder.  All  books  and  library  materials  circulate  for  a two 
week  loan  period.

Monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Berk- 
ley Public  Library  are  held  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  at  8:00  P.M.  in  the  Library.  Caroyn  Milko  is  chair- 
man; June  Moskal,  secretary;  and  Irene  Viera,  publicity. 

Francis  Andrews,  Town  Clerk,  conducts  office  hours  in 
the  basement  of  the  Library  during  the  hours  the  Library 
is  open  which  are:  Mondays,  6:00  to  8:00  P.M. ; Thursdays, 
10:00  A.M.  to  8:00  P.M.;  and  Fridays,  2:00  to  5:00  P.M. 
On  Thursdays  students  from  the  Junior  High  School  visit 
the  Library. 

During  the  past  year  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  a 
federal  grant  under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  in  the  amount  of  $1,060.00  with  which  we  purchased 
some  much  needed  equipment  for  the  Library. 

Mr.  Andrews,  in  checking  through  towm  records  for 
another  purpose,  came  across  what  he  feels  to  be  the  first 
mention  of  a library  in  the  town  records.  This  is  from  a 
town  meeting  held  in  Berkley  on  March  13,  1893: 

'‘To  accept  the  act  of  1893  in  regard  to  Town  Library, 
and  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  Twenty-five  Dollars  for 
that  purpose.  Charles  W.  Cook,  Rollin  H.  Babbitt,  Wm.  H.  S. 
Crane,  were  chosen  Trustees  of  the  same.” 

Mr.  Andrews  also  reminisced  that  as  a schoolboy  he 
would  visit  the  library  which  was  located  in  a small  room 
on  the  right  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  Common  and  Miss  Julia 
Burt,  a small,  elderly  lady  wffio  lived  across  from  the  Con- 
gregational Church,  was  the  librarian.  I would  say  we  had 
progressed  some  since  then. 

We  sincerely  thank  Cathy  Custy  for  her  service  to  the 
town  as  librarian — her  pleasant  manner  makes  the  library  a 
nicer  place  to  visit.  Also,  our  thanks  to  Doris  Caron  for  her 
able  assistance. 

We  hope  that  the  townspeople  will  take  advantage  of 
their  library,  especially  new  residents  of  the  town,  and  we 
are  always  open  to  suggestions  as  to  how  we  may  better 
serve  you.

The  Land  Use  Planning  Committee  was  established  by 
the  Berkley  Selectmen  two  years  ago  to  look  into  land  use 
problems  and  strategies  for  guiding  growth  and  change  in 
Berkley.  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  this  past  May  1976, 
the  townspeople,  after  hearing  a report  of  its  activities  and 
accomplishments,  voted  to  extend  the  life  of  the  Land  Use 
Planning  Committee  for  a second  year. 

During  1976,  the  Land  Use  Planning  Committee  was 
able  to  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 

1.  Completion  of  Berkley’s  Local  Growth  Policy  State- 
ment in  compliance  with  Chapter  807 : the  Massachusetts 
Growth  Policy  Development  Act. 

2.  Met  with  SERPDD  representatives  to  discuss  issues 
outlined  in  Berkley’s  Growth  Policy  Statement. 

3.  Held  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  His- 
torical Commission,  and  other  interested  officials  and  towns- 
people for  the  purposes  of  discussing  growTh  and  planning 
problems  in  town. 

4.  Held  a Special  Town  Meeting  concerning  the  goal  of 
eventually  mapping  and  inventorying  Berkley’s  water  re- 
sources and  wetlands  in  accordance  with  Chapter  131 ; The 
Wetlands  Act. 

5.  Continued  to  amass  maps,  laws,  bulletins,  and  other 
information  pertinent  to  planning,  zoning,  and  guiding  growth 
and  change  in  rural  areas. 

6.  Began  the  process  of  reviewing,  updating,  and  revising 
where  necessary  and  possible,  various  by-laws,  ordinances, 
acts,  and  regulations  pertinent  to  planning  for  future  growth 
and  change  in  Berkley. 

The  Land  Use  Planning  Committee  meets  on  the  first 
and  the  3rd  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the 
basement  of  the  Berkley  Public  Library.  These  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public;  any  townspeople  interested  in  reviewing 
maps  and  information,  discussing  land-use  problems  and 
future  growth  of  our  town,  or  who  just  want  to  sit  in  and 
listen  are  cordially  welcomed  to  attend  and  provide  the 
Committee  with  needed  input. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  the  Land  Use 
Planning  Committee  will  present  a second  report  to  the 
townspeople  with  more  specific  recommendations  that  will 
hopefully  result  in  the  preservation  of  some  of  the  rural 
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character  of  Berkley  and  lead  the  way  to  making  planned 
growth  a reality  in  our  town.

A new  press-box  built  on  top  of  the  bleachers  and  the  i 
bleachers  themselves  that  were  also  built  by  our  students 
have  become  a very  important  adjunct  to  our  school. 

Bristol-Plymouth  was  proud  to  receive  a report  from 
Dr.  Patrick  J.  WeagrafF,  the  former  Associate  Commissioner 
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for  Occupational  Education  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, when  he  listed  Bristol-Plymouth  as  one  of  the  four 
best  regional  technical  schools  in  the  state. 

The  state  office  through  Frank  Giglio  has  donated  thou- 
sands of  dollars  worth  of  electronic  equipment,  which  is  being 
put  to  good  use. 

Much  of  the  work  is  now  being  completed  by  our  students 
on  our  steel  storage  building  that  was  erected  at  the  rear 
of  our  school.

In  front  of  our  building  there  is  now  a visitors’  parking 
area  that  has  relieved  greatly  a former  parking  problem. 
It  is  functional  as  well  as  being  attractive. 

Mr.  Norman  Reid,  Director  of  our  Data  Processing  Ser- 
vice Bureau,  has  made  much  progress  this  year  in  the  many 
new  accounts  that  he  has  acquired  for  our  service  bureau. 
He  also  has  a new  employee  as  his  assistant,  Nathan  Hinde- 
mith. 

Mr.  Peter  Rickard,  our  Special  Needs  Coordinator,  has 
done  an  outstanding  job  in  handling  the  special  needs  stu- 
dents. He  is  very  concerned,  he  is  very  compassionate,  and 
he  is  very  efficient.  During  the  past  year  Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional  Technical  School  has  continued  to  meet  the  special 
needs  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  this  school  in  compliance  with 
Chapter  766.  In  addition  to  permanent  staff,  the  members  of 
Vocational  Technical  Special  Needs  Collaborative  work  with 
the  students  at  Bristol-Plymouth.  The  Collaborative  is  an 
I organization  formed  by  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational 
I School,  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational  School,  and  Bristol- 
Plymouth,  which  employs  itinerant  personnel  to  work  with 
I students  having  special  needs  at  the  three  schools. 

In  May  and  June  of  1976,  Bristol-Plymouth  worked  with 
the  Bureau  of  Institutions  Schools  to  provide  an  exploratory 
pre-vocational  program,  for  twenty-five  pupils  at  the  Paul 
Dever  School.  This  pioneering  effort,  in  providing  community- 
based  opportunities  for  these  pupils,  indicated  that  such  a 
program  could  be  run  and  that  many  of  the  students  are 
potentially  employable.  It  is  regrettable  that  this  program 
I was  not  allowed  to  be  continued. 
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Mrs.  Jane  Whittemore,  our  school  nurse,  is  one  of  the 
most  effective  and  efficient  employees  that  we  have  at  Bristol- 
Plymouth.  She  is  not  only  an  outstanding  nurse,  but  also  she 
has  done  much  as  the  attendance  officer  in  tracking  down 
absenteeism.  This  gives  us  an  enviable  attendance  record,  in 
which  we  have  better  than  ninety  percent  of  our  students 
attending  Bristol-Plymouth.  In  Fact,  Bristol-Plymouth  has 
one  of  the  lowest  absentee  rates  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 
this  is  attributed  directly  to  Mrs.  Whitternore’s  efforts.  Her 
handling  of  first  aid  has  been  commended  by  our  concerned 
parents. 

Our  licensed  practical  nurse  program  certainly  should 
be  recognized.  Of  the  thirty-four  schools  taking  the  National 
Board  of  Nurses’  examinations  here  in  the  Commonwealth, 
Bristol-Plymouth  rated  third  in  the  state.  This  is  a direct 
reflection  on  the  excellence  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Shaw  and  her 
staff. 

Special  help  has  been  provided  for  many  of  our  shop 
students  by  the  addition  of  two  teacher  aides,  Mrs.  Mary  E. 
Quinn  and  Mr.  Gary  Galuski.  These  people  are  a very  wel- 
come addition  to  our  staff. 

Mr.  Paul  Parks,  Secretaiy  of  Elducational  Affairs,  in  his 
recent  tour  of  Bristol-Plymouth  remarked  on  several  occasions 
as  he  toured  the  school,  about  the  excellent  physical  condi- 
tion of  the  school.  This  is  a direct  reflection  on  Mr.  Richard 
Bradley,  our  plant  engineer  and  his  staff. 

The  Bristol-Plymouth  V.I.C.A.,  Vocational  Clubs  of  Amer- 
ica, completed  a very  successful  year  by  attending  the  Na- 
tional V.I.C.A.  conference  and  skills  competition  in  Miami, 
Florida.  Eight  students  from  Bristol-Plymouth  were  among 
five  thousand  enthusiasts  from  every  area  in  the  country 
who  competed  in  skill  contests,  attended  workshops  and  dem- 
onstrations, and  visited  displays. 

We  owe  a great  debt  of  gi-atitude  to  Dr.  John  Manning, 
the  new  Acting  Associate  Commissioner  of  Vocational  Edu- 
cation for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  He  found 
the  necessary  monies  for  me  to  attend  the  American  Voca- 
tional Association  Convention  in  Houston.  With  everyone 
being  concerned  with  stringency,  particularly  in  the  area  of 
travel,  I was  pleased  that  this  came  out  of  a federal  grant 
and  not  out  of  our  local  budget. 

This  is  my  last  annual  report  as  Superintendent-Director 
of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  School.  After  almost 
thirty-seven  years  in  Vocational  Education,  I have  seen  it 
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travel  full  cycle.  Mr.  Daniel  Saunders  has  been  chosen  as  the 
Acting  Superintendent-Director  to  take  effect  on  my  retire- 
ment, February  first.  We  certainly  wish  Mr.  Saunders  well. 
I know  that  he  will  be  engaged  in  the  self-evaluation  of  Bris- 
tol-Plymouth  that  is  necessary  to  have  our  school  fully  certi- 
fied. 

It  is  certainly  difficult  for  me  to  thank  everyone  who  has 
been  instrumental  in  making  Bristol-Plymouth  so  well-  ac- 
cepted by  the  people,  by  the  employers  in  our  area,  and  by 
the  parents.  To  the  entire  staff  of  Bristol-Plymouth  and  the 
citizenry  in  general  I wish  to  say  thank  you  for  your  contri- 
butions. It  is  through  your  efforts  that  we  are  able  to  present 
top-quality  technical  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  my  twenty-second  annual  report.  In- 
corporated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  report  of  the  Principal. 


Personnel 

Three  of  our  full  time  teachers  left  last  June.  Miss  Carol 
Lake  and  Mr.  Anthony  Carrano,  who  were  in  the  special 
services  department,  left  to  accept  positions  in  other  schools. 
Mr.  Harris  Gorab  left  to  return  to  college  for  further  study. 
Mrs.  Theresa  Wilson,  a native  of  Berkley  and  a graduate 
of  State  College,  Bridgewater,  replaced  Mr.  Carrano.  She 
had  trained  in  the  Berkley  and  Rehoboth  Schools.  Miss  Maria 
Parchesco,  a graduate  of  Boston  College,  replaced  Miss  Lake. 
She  had  trained  in  several  schools  in  the  Boston  area.  Miss 
Ann  Graney,  who  trained  in  Norwood,  replaced  Mr.  Gorab. 
She  graduated  from  State  College  at  Bridgewater. 

We  expanded  our  industrial  arts  and  home  economics 
programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  more  students.  Mr.  Carl 
Stonstrom,  who  taught  industrial  arts,  left  as  he  did  not 
have  two  days  per  week  for  Berkley.  Mr.  Henry  Hayes,  who 
taught  part-time  in  Rehoboth,  replaced  Mr.  Stonstrom.  Mr. 
Hayes,  who  now  teaches  three  days  in  Rehoboth  and  tw^o 
days  in  Berkley,  is  a graduate  of  Rhode  Island  College.  With 
the  added  time,  he  should  be  able  to  develop  a good  program 
for  the  junior  high  school. 


Enrollment 

The  enrollment  is  grades  K-8  is  staying  betw^een  450 
and  460  pupils.  There  seems  to  be  a slight  decline,  but  we 
are  also  noting  increased  building  in  Berkley  and  I do  not 
look  for  any  big  drop  in  enrollment  at  this  time.  In  fact, 
some  of  our  programs  are  being  made  known  to  people  in 
surrounding  towns. 


High  School 

In  September,  many  ninth  graders  entered  Taunton  High 
School  as  there  was  no  room  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  for  them. 
They  seem  to  have  fit  into  the  program  at  Taunton  and 
are  doing  well  in  their  studies.  Next  September,  we  will 
send  a second  class  to  Taunton.  I believe  if  we  can  work 
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with  the  Taunton  School  System,  we  can  develop  with  a 
little  co-operation  on  our  part,  a good  progam  and  a good 
relationship  with  Taunton  that  should  provide  a high  school 
for  Berkley  students  to  attend  for  many  years. 

Many  high  school  students  have  chosen  to  go  to  Bristol- 
Ply mouth  Vocational  Technical  High  School  and  they  are 
doing  very  well  there.  This  past  year  a number  of  the  fresh- 
men chose  to  go  to  Coyle-Cassidy  High  School.  These  pupils 
are  doing  well  there  according  to  reports  from  the  school. 

We  also  have  eight  students  at  Bristol  County  Agricul- 
tural High  School. 

I think  Berkley  students  are  fortunate  to  have  so  many 
good  schools  they  may  attend. 


Finances 

The  1977-78  budget  is  being  prepared  at  this  time.  At 
the  present  time,  the  projected  increase  is  around  eight  per- 
cent. The  teachers  salary  contract  has  been  signed  for  two 
years  so  increments  called  for  in  the  contract  increased 
salaries  by  $30,000.00. 

Transportation  has  increased  by  $3,500.00  due  to  trans- 
porting students  to  both  Dighton-Rehoboth  and  Taunton  High 
School.  We  plan  to  insulate  to  a greater  degree  the  elementary 
school  and  this  is  estimated  to  cost  $6,800.00.  This  cost  should 
be  made  up  in  reduced  fuel  costs. 

While  the  per  pupil  cost  for  tuition  is  now  $1,550.00, 
the  overall  cost  has  decreased  due  to  pupils  attending  Bristol- 
Plymouth,  Bristol  Agricultural  and  Coyle-Cassidy  High  School. 
The  decrease  is  about  $12,000.00. 

_At  the  present  time  there  is  a large  increase  in  special 
service  costs.  The  Committee  has  to  study  this  portion  of  the 
budget  at  future  meetings.  A final  increase  of  seven  to  eight 
percent  is  in  line  with  surrounding  towns. 


Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Viveros  and  her  staff  for  continuing 
to  serve  excellent  meals  at  25^;.  It  certainly  takes  a great 
deal  of  planning  on  her  part  to  do  this. 

With  the  addition  of  a third  custodian,  we  have  been 
able  to  do  a great  deal  of  the  repair  work  ourselves  and  we 
thank  the  custodians  for  their  efforts  in  this  direction. 
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We  appreciate  the  fact  that  our  staff  of  teachers  is  the 
best  we  can  hire  and  we  thank  them  for  their  efforts  despite 
adverse  working  conditions,  especially  at  the  junior  high  . 
school. 

The  P.T.O.  and  the  Berkley  Police  Association  continue  . 
to  support  us  financially  and  morally.  Equipment  and  band 
uniforms  have  done  a great  deal  to  improve  our  schools. 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their 
support  and  their  attendance  at  the  many  extra  meetings 
they  had  to  attend.  We  hope  they  can  gain  some  degree  of 
satisfaction  when  they  see  how  well  our  students  are  doing 
in  school  and  out  of  school.

I hereby  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Berkley  Schools. 


High  School  Status 

The  future  of  eighth  grade  students  has  not  been  re- 
solved on  a permanent  basis.  Last  year’s  uncertain  arrange- 
ments have,  however,  been  clarified  for  the  class  of  1977. 
They  will  attend  Taunton  High  School  unless  accepted  at 
other  area  schools  as  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical 
High  School  and  Bristol  County  Agricultural  High  School  or 
if  parents  choose  to  send  their  children  to  private  schools. 
Whatever  school  is  selected,  I know  that  our  students  will 
receive  proper  information  and  will  be  scheduled  into  effec- 
tive programs. 

Interviews  conducted  with  ninth  grade  students  attend- 
ing Taunton  High  School  and  Coyle-Cassidy  High  School  by 
Mr.  Costa,  Guidance  Counselor;  Miss  Medeiros,  faculty  repre- 
sentative; and  Mr.  Canuel,  Principal,  presented  us  with  good 
indicators.  They  pointed  out  that  as  eighth  grade  students 
they  received  sufficient  information  about  high  school  and 
were  properly  recommended  for  their  high  school  programs. 
These  students  were  overwhelmingly  satisfied  and  showed 
very  positive  attitudes  towards  their  new  school.  Some  recom- 
mendations were  offered  by  these  students  which  may  be 
incorporated  into  our  Junior  High  School  programs. 

I wish  to  commend  our  guidance  counselor  and  Junior 
High  School  faculty  for  their  recommendations  and  help 
provided  these  students  during  this  difficult  year. 


Bicentennial  Tribute 

Berkley  students  will  long  remember  this  Bicentennial 
year.  A project,  undertaken  by  Mrs.  Blanche  Trzcinski,  pro- 
vided our  students,  K-8,  with  monthly  programs.  Slides  and 
museum-quality  exhibits  highlighted  her  lectures  and  pre- 
sentations. More  than  one  hundred  hours  were  scheduled  so 
that  Berkley  students  learn  more  about  their  heritage.  Re- 
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source  persons  were  called  upon  to  add  to  this  program.  Mrs. 
Margaret  St.  Pierre  provided  an  Indian  exhibit  and  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Ghilarducci  demonstrated  the  art  of  candle  making 
in  day-long  programs.  This  year-long  project  had  many  mem- 
orable moments:  Colonial  dress-up  day  for  students  and 
teachers,  a mini  field  trip,  and  a parade  followed  by  the 
200th  birthday  party  cake  on  the  Berkley  Common. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Martinez’s  sixth  grade  also  made  1976 
a year  to  remember.  Their  performance  in  '‘Your  Land  and 
Mine”  and  the  hand-made  American  flag  presented  to  the 
Berkley  Elementary  School  helped  to  commemorate  our 
country’s  birthday. 

I wish  to  pay  special  tribute  to  the  above  for  their 
interest  and  efforts  during  the  period  of  September,  1975 
and  June,  1976.

Berkley  Schools  |: 

Miss  Sherry  Medeiros  was  named  Teacher-In-Charge  at  ! 
the  Berkley  Junior  High  School.  She  acts  as  a referral  for 
classroom  teachers  in  the  daily  management  of  student  con-  . 
trol.  Since  September,  her  efforts  have  been  very  helpful 
in  resolving  discipline  problems. 

Chapter  622  has  necessitated  changes  in  the  Junior  High 
School  Practical  Arts  program.  Since  September,  all  grade 
7 and  8 students  participated  in  ten  week  programs  of: 
mechanical  drawing,  w^oodworking,  sewing,  and  cooking.  Our 
goal  is  to  offer  these  and  other  programs  on  an  elective  basis. 
However,  because  of  enrollment  and  facility  limitations  we 
are  unable  to  do  so  at  present.  We  have,  therefore,  changed 
and  hopefullj^  improved  the  above  programs  to  make  them 
profitable  to  our  students. 

Our  standardized  testing  program  (K-8)  has  indicated  : 
curriculum  strengths  and  weaknesses.  We  have  developed  ' 
junior  high  school  programs  in:  map  reading,  study  skills, 
and  reading  to  help  our  students  in  certain  weak  areas. 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  has  received  federal  funds  i 
for  its  Title  I program  for  a fourth  consecutive  year.  Though 
this  year’s  grant  is  less  than  in  previous  years,  it  still  enables 
us  to  provide  tutorial/remeclial  help  in  language  arts  areas.  ; 
Parent  involvement  in  this  program  is  essential.  I wish  to 
thank  parents  who  are  engaged  in  our  Title  I Parent  Ad- 
visory Council  and  invite  other  parents  to  help  develop  this  , 
program. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  teachers,  course  of  study  out-  ^ 
lines  were  developed  in  every  area  of  our  curriculum  and 
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report  cards  were  revised  to  provide  a better  reporting  sys- 
tem. 

The  following  after-school  activities  are  being  offered  for 
students  in  Grades  6-8:  Flag  football,  volleyball,  speedball, 
floor  hockey,  softball,  chess,  and  macrame.  Boys  and  girls 
have  equal  opportunities  to  participate  in  each  of  these  pro- 
grams. 


Use  of  School  Building 

The  past  three  years  has  seen  an  increased  use  of  the 
Berkley  Elementary  School  by  the  Berkley  citizens.  The 
school  not  only  functions  for  its  educational  programs  for 
180  days  but  also  allows  many  groups  to  use  its  facilities 
at  night  and  during  the  summer.  The  following  have  been 
conducted  at  the  school  during  this  year:  Berkley  Athletic 
Association  meetings  and  basketball  and  volleyball  programs, 
Berkley  Cub  Scouts,  Plymouth  Bay  Brownie  meetings,  Berkley 
Parent-Teacher  Organization  meetings  and  dances,  Berkley 
Summer  Arts  and  Crafts  program,  Berkley  Town  Meetings, 
and  Berkley  Land  Use  Planning  Committee  Meetings.  The 
building  thus  functions  as  a community  building  by  opening 
its  doors  for  these  various  activities  for  about  100  days. 


Conclusion 

Special  praise  has  to  be  offered  to  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros 
and  her  cafeteria  staff  for  their  continued  efforts  in  the 
preparation  of  hot  balances  lunches  for  our  students  at  no 
increase  in  price.  The  proper  use  of  federal  commodities 
and  school-made  bread  and  rolls  help  to  maintain  this  self- 
supporting  program. 

Community  organizations  have  greatly  helped  our  schools 
this  year.  The  Berkley  Police  Association  continues  to  make 
a yearly  donation  so  that  our  students  may  enjoy  Christmas 
at  school.  This  year,  they  have  also  given  a banner  to  identify 
our  Berkley  Junior  High  School  Band  at  parades  and  programs 
and  a baritone  horn.  The  Berkley  Lions  Club  deserves  special 
thanks.  They  have  allowed  us  to  use  their  newly  renovated 
Community  Center  for  our  Junior  High  School  music  program. 
Our  Band  and  chorus  rehearsals  and  certain  music  classes 
are  held  weekly  at  the  center.  This  alleviates  the  crowded 
conditions  at  the  school  and  allows  these  programs  to  develop. 
The  Berkley  Parent-Teacher  Organization  remains  involved 
with  the  welfare  of  our  students.  Besides  the  monthly  pro- 
grams which  are  at  times  informative  and  at  others  creative, 
they  have  contributed  a filmstrip  projector  and  a music 
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listening  center  to  the  Berkley  Elementary  School. 

Each  year  we  have  more  parents  who  join  the  ranks  of 
involved  school  parents.  Some  work  in  various  PTO  and  PAG 
groups  and  others  volunteer  their  time  to  help  school  programs 
function  better.  My  sincere  thanks  to  these  devoted  parents. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  fol- 
lowing: Berkley  School  Committee,  Mr.  Roy,  Mr.  Harrington, 
Mr.  Horton,  Teachers,  all  school  personnel,  Mrs.  Gusty,  and 
to  all  parents  and  students.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 
Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  Child  must  be  five  years  of  age  or  will  be  five  years 
of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January  first. 

2.  A birth  certificate  is  required. 

3.  A doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph- 
theria, tetanus,  pertussis,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless 
exempted  for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registra- 
tion time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts Health  Form  by  the  child's  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  a vision  and  hearing  evaluation  at  school. 


Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor's  certificates  are  only  neces- 
sary for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by 
the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor's  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student's  diagnosis  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medica- 
tion during  school  hours.  The  doctor's  order  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting 
administration  of  the  medication,  A final  check  with  the  school 
physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide 
transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  an- 
nually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades: 
Kindergarten,  one,  five,  and  eight. 


School  Hours 

The  Berklev  Elementary  School  is  in  session  from  9 a.m. 
to  3 p.m. 
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The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  is  in  session  from  7 :30 
a.m.  to  1:30  p.m. 

School  Notes 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he  is  expected  to 
bring  with  him  a written  excuse  from  his  parents  explaining 
his  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day 
should  be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  Principal’s  Office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Elementaiy 
School,  is  open  from  8:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M. 


No  School — Stormy  Day  Information 

During  the  winter  when  we  have  snow  or  ice  storms  the 
decision  as  to  whether  we  have  a late  start  day  or  no  school

Wlien 
a positive  change  in  the  student’s  behavior  has  not  been 
affected  or  a serious  offense  has  occurred,  the  procedure  calls 
for  the  student’s  referral  to  the  Office  of  the  Principal.  The 
next  offense  will  call  for  a probationary  period  followed  by 
loss  of  bus  privilege.
